LIKE CHRIST IN HIS USE OF SCRIPTURE.* 

“That all things must be fulfilled which were written in the 
law of Moses, and in the prophets, and in the psalms, concern- 
ing me.”’—Luke xxiv. 44. 

What the Lord Jesus accomplished here on earth 
as man he owed greatly to his use of the Scriptures. 
He found in them the way marked in which he had 
to walk, the food and the strength on which he could 
work, the weapon by which he could overcome every 
enemy. The Scriptures were indeed indispensable 
to him through all his life and passion: from begin- 
ning to end his life was the fulfilment of what had 
been written of him in the volume of the book. . 

It is scarcely necessary to adduce proofs of this. 
In the temptation in the wilderness it was by his 
“ Tt is wrilten”’? that he conquered Satan. In his 
conflicts with the Pharisees he continually appealed 
to the word: “What saith the Scripture?” “Flave ye 
not read?” ‘Is it not written?” In his intercourse 
with his disciples it was always from the Scriptures 
that he proved the certainty and necessity of his 
sufferings and resurrection: “How otherwise can the 
Scriptures be fulfilled?” And in his intercourse 
with his Father in his last sufferings, it is in the 
words of Scripture that he pours out the complaint 


of being forsaken, and then again commends his 


spirit into the Father’s hands. All this has a very 
deep meaning. He was himself the living word. 
He had the Spirit without measure. If ever any one, 
he could have done without the written word. And 
yet we see that it is everything to him. More than 
any one else he thus shows us that the life of God 


in human flesh and the word of God in human

speech are inseparably connected. Jesus would not 
have been what he was, could not have done what 
he did, had he not yielded himself step by step to 
be led and sustained by the word of God. 

Let us try and understand what this teaches us. 
The word of God is more than once called seed; 
it is the seed of the divine life. We know what 
seed is. It is that wonderful organism in which 
the life, the invisible essence of a plant or tree, is - 
so concentrated and embodied that it can be taken 
away and made available to impart the life of the 
tree elsewhere. This use may be twofold. As fruit 


-we eat it, for instance, in the corn that gives us 


bread ; and the life of the plant becomes our nourish- 
ment and our life. Or we sow it, and the life of 
the plant reproduces and multiplies itself. In both 
aspects the word of God is seed. 

True life is found only in God. But that life can- 
not be imparted to us unless set before us in some 
shape in which we know and apprehend it. It is in 
the word of God that the invisible divine life takes 
shape, and brings itself within our reach, and be- 
comes communicable. The life, the thoughts, the 
sentiments, the power of God, are embodied in his 
words. And it is only through his word that the 
life of God can really enter into us. His word is 
the seed of the heavenly life. 

As the bread of life we eat it, we feed uponit. In 
eating our daily bread, the body takes in the nourish- 
ment which visible nature, the sun and the earth, 
prepared for us in the seed-corn. We assimilate it, 
and it becomes our very own, part of ourselves, it 
is our life. In feeding upon the word of God, the 
powers of the heavenly life enter into us, and be- 
come our very own; we assimilate them, they become 
a part of ourselves, the life of our life. 

Or we use the seed to plant. The words of God 
are sown in our heart. They have a divine power 
of reproduction and multiplication. The very life 
that is in them, the divine thought, or disposition, 
or powers that each of them contains, takes root in 
the believing heart and grows up ; and the very thing 
of which the word was the expression, is produced > 
within us. The words of God are the seeds of the 
fullness of the divine life. ati 
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When the Lord Jesus was made man, he became 
entirely dependent upon the word of God, he sub- 
mitted himself wholly to it. His mother taught it 
him. The teachers of Nazareth instructed him in 
it. In meditation and prayer, in the exercise of 
obedience and faith, he was led, during his silent 
years of preparation, to understand and appropriate 
it. The word of the Father was to the Son the life 
of his soul. What he said in the wilderness was 
spoken from his inmost personal experience: ‘‘ Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth of God.’ He felt 
he could not live but as the word brought him the 
life of the Father. His whole life was a life of faith, 
a depending on the word of the Father. The word 
was to him not instead of the Father, but the vehicle 
for the living fellowship with the living God. And 
he had his whole mind and heart so filled with it, 
that the Holy Spirit could at each moment find 
within him, all ready for use, the right word to sug- 
gest just as he needed it. 

Child of God! would you become a man of God, 
strong in faith, full of blessing, rich in fruit to the 
glory of God, be full of the word of God. Like 
Christ, make the word your bread. Let it dwell 
richly in you. Have your heart full of it. Feed on 
it. Believe it. Obey it. It is only by believing 
and obeying that the word can enter into our inward 
parts, into our very being. Take it day by day as 
the word that proceedeth, not has proceeded, but 
proceedeth, is proceeding out of the mouth of God, 
as the word of the living God, who in it holds living 
fellowship with his children, and speaks to them in 
living power. Take your thoughts of God’s will, and 
God’s work, and God’s purpose with you, and the 
world, not from the church, not from Christians 
around you, but from the word taught you by, the 
Father, and like Christ, you will be able to fulfil all 
that is written in the Scripture concerning you. 

In Christ’s use of Scripture the most remarkable 
thing is this: He found himself there; he saw there 
his own image and likeness. And he gave himself 
to the fulfilment of what he found written there. 
It was this that encouraged him under the bitterest 
sufferings, and strengthened him for the most diffi- 
cult work, Everywhere he saw traced by God’s 


own hand the divine waymark : through suffering to | 


glory. He had but one thought: to be what the 


Father had said he should be, to have his life cor-: 


respond exactly to the image of what he should be 
as he found it in the word of God. 

Disciple of Jesus, in the Scriptures ¢hy likeness too 
is to be found, a picture of what the Father means 
thee to be. Seek to have a deep and clear impres- 
sion of what the Father says in his word that thou 
shouldest be. If this is once fully understood, it is 
inconceivable what courage it will give to conquer 
every difficulty. To know: it is ordained of God; I 
have seen what has been written concerning me in 


God’s book; I have seen the image of what I am ° 


called in God’s counsel to be: this thought inspires 
the soul with a faith that conquers the world. 

_ The Lord Jesus found his own image not only 
in the institutions, but specially in the believers of 
the Old Testament. Moses and Aaron, Joshua, 
David, and the Prophets, were types. And so he is 
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himself again the image of believers in the New 
Testament. It is especially in him and his example 
that we must find our own image in the Scriptures. 
“To be changed into the same image, from glory to 
glory, by the Spirit of the Lord,’ we must in the 
Scripture-glass gaze on that image as our own. In 
order to accomplish his work in us, the Spirit teaches 
us to take Christ as in very deed our example, and 
to gaze on every feature as the promise of what we 
can be. ‘ 

Blessed the Christian who has truly done this; 
who has not only found Jesus in the Scriptures, but 
also in his image the promise and example of what he 
is to become. Blessed the Christian who yields him- 
self to be taught by the Holy Spirit not to indulge 
in human thoughts as to the Scriptures and what it 
says of believers, but in simplicity to accept what it 
reveals of God’s thoughts about his children. 

Child of God! it was “according to the Scriptures” 
that Jesus Christ lived and died; it was “according 
to the Scriptures” that he was raised again: all that 
the Scriptures said he must do or suffer he was 
able to accomplish, because he knew and obeyed 
them. All that the Scriptures had promised that 
the Father should do for him, the Father did. Oh, 
give thyself up with an undivided heart to learn in 
the Scriptures what God says and seeks of thee. 
Let the Scriptures in which Jesus found every day 
the food of his life, be thy daily food and meditation. 
Go to God’s word each day with the joyful and con- 
fident expectation, that through the blessed Spirit, 
who dwells in us, the word will indeed accomplish 
its divine purpose in thee. Every word of. God is 
full of a divine life and power. Be assured that 
when thou dost seek to use the Scriptures as Christ 
used them, they will do for thee what they did for 
him. God has marked out the plan of thy life in 
his word; each day thou wilt find some portion of 
it there. Nothing makes a man more strong and 
courageous than the assurance that he is just living 
out the will of God. God himself, who had thy 
image portrayed in the Scriptures, will see to it that 
the Scriptures are fulfilled in thee, if like his Son 
thou wilt but surrender thyself to this as the highest 
object of thy life. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


SoutH AMERICA.—The prevalence of the yellow 
fever and other forms of disease in certain parts of 
South America complicates the problem of attempt- 
ing to evangelize the people. Mr. Penzotti writes. 
from Peru of constant sickness in his own family 
during a large part of the year, and of the illness of 
two of his valued colporteurs; Dr. Patterson was 
recently obliged to give upa trip to Maracaibo be- 
cause the yellow fever was very bad there, and had 


caused great excitement in the vicinity; and Mr. | 
Tucker, of Rio de Janeiro, who is slowly recovering 


from an attack which brought him very low, writes a 


that he is in a house where two missionaries and two 
other persons are down with the fever, and he is 
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doing what he can to assist them with what little 
strength he has. 


CHILI.—It is interesting at this point to mention 
the fact that when the Foreign Evangelical Society 
proposed to the late Dr. Trumbull, in 1845, to go as 
their missionary to Chili, one of his first appeals for 
information and counsel was made to Dr. John C. 
Brigham, then Corresponding Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, whose extensive travels in South 
America, twenty years before, had given him a deep 
interest in every effort to carry the influences of 
evangelical Christianity to that part of the world, 
and who was able from his own experience to point 
out some of the obstacles that must be encountered 
in Chili, before liberty of conscience and of worship 
would be allowed there. 

PoNAPE.—Amiong the signs of the times which it is 
interesting to record, is the fact that the translation 
of the Books of Kings recently received from Mr. 
Doane in Micronesia, was written by a native boy 
with a type-writer machine. The superiority of such 
writing to manuscript is particularly noticeable in 
cases where both the type-setting and proof-reading 
must be done by persons who have no knowledge of 
the language, and who have the greater need of copy 
that is perfectly legible. 


THE BIBLE A HARMLESS BOOK ! 


The council of ministers of the Turkish government 
have had under consideration a memorial from the 
American Legation complaining that hindrances had 
been put in the way of circulating the Bible in Turk- 
ish, on the ground of its being an injurious book. The 
council, finding that the books had been printed in 
various foreign languages and circulated throughout 
the empire, and that apparently no harm had resulted, 


- and that there was no probability that there would be 


any harm, decided to instruct the Foreign Minister 
accordingly, to the end that the publication of the 
books should not be interfered with. 


JAPAN. 


The recent assassination in Japan of Viscount Mori 
Arinori, Minister of State for Education, recalls an 
incident of some interest. In the winter of 1873, Mr. 
Mori, who was then residing in Washington as the 
official representative of his country, called at the 
Bible House to inquire whether some arrangement 
could be made by which, perhaps through the inter- 
vention of the State Department, a copy of the Holy 
Bible should be presented to the Emperor of Japan. 

The question was remarkable as coming from such 
a source, and still more remarkable for coming at just 
that time, for the Secretary to whom the application 


was made had the satisfaction of replying that Mr. 
Mori’s wish had been anticipated. Only a few days. 


before, word had come from Japan that Dr. Hepburn 


had received permission from the Mikado to present 
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to him a copy of the English Bible, and that the pres- 
entation had been effected early in November through 
the American Minister, Mr. De Long. The Bible was 
one which had been intrusted to Dr. Hepburn thirteen 
years before, and he had had it in his custody all that 
time waiting for an auspicious moment. The Mikado 
testified his appreciation of the gift by an autograph 
letter. 

The times have changed since then. That year 
thirty-five Japanese had been imprisoned for embrac- 
ing Christianity, and the edict denouncing Christianity 
still appeared on the public sign-posts throughout the 
empire. One church of native believers had been 
organized in Yokohama, and a committee had been 
formed to translate the New Testament. Now the 
whole Bible in their own tongue is in the hands of the 
people, more than 25,000 persons are enrolled as 
members of Christian churches, the Christian Sabbath 
is a day of rest, and on the very morning of Mr. Mori’s 
assassination the emperor proclaimed a constitution 
for the nation guaranteeing to all subjects of the em- 
pire Liberty of speech and freedom of religious belief. 


JAPAN. 


In some countries the printed Bible goes in advance 
of all missionary effort, and converts are found who 
have been enlightened by simply reading the Scrip- 
tures; in others the oral proclamation precedes, and 
converts gladly turn to the written volume for help 
to understand the way of salvation. In Japan, rela- 
tively few cases are reported of men who have be- 
come acquainted with the truth independently of oral 
instruction, and the circulation of the Scriptures has 
been chiefly subsequent to or in immediate connec- 
tion with preaching. Terms which are perfectly 
familiar to our ears have a strange and unmeaning 
sound to an Oriental who has never heard the name 
of Jesus Christ, and sometimes the obscurity of 
thought or expression repels the reader. It was so 
undoubtedly in China in the early attempts for its. 
evangelization ; and in the first edition of his ‘‘ Middle 


Kingdom,” Dr. Williams remarked that notwithstand- 


ing the large circulation of Scriptures, “so. far as 
known, hardly an instance had occurred of a Chinese 
coming to a missionary to have any passage ex- 
plained, or any person converted who attributed his in- 
terest in religion to the unassisted reading of books ;” 
but that testimony was given more than forty years 
ago, and the sentence disappears in the revised 
edition of 1883, which recognizes the immense influ- 
ence exerted in China by the printing-press. . a 
As one illustration of the power of the Bible in 
Japan, we may cite the “Scripture Union,” an organ- — 
ization consisting of 12,300 members, whose fifth 
annual report was presented last December. The 
object of this organization is to stimulate and en- 
courage its members, and to increase an interest in 
the study of the Bible. It publishes a ony mapan ; 
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zine, with a circulation of 2,500 copies, awards prizes 
for the best essays on subjects relating to the Bible, 
encourages the formation of classes for the study of 
Greek and Hebrew, supplies lists of Scripture Union 
readings for each day of the year, and maintains a 
travelling secretary, Mr. Iwase, whose visits are said 
to have done much good “both in exciting an inter- 
est in the Bible among unbelievers, and in encouraging 
Christians to a deeper and regular reading of God’s 
holy word.” Upward of a thousand persons attended 
the last annual meeting. There seem to be several 
hundred branches in different parts of the empire, 
and probably it is to one of these that Mrs. Ellen M. 
Carey refers in the following description which we 
copy from “ Life and Light :” 

You will find it pleasant to look in at some of the 
many Bible readings. The clogs at the door will 
show you how many people are present, and the 
woman of the house will smilingly bid you enter. 
We will remove our shoes, step-up on the clean, 
white mats, and sit down with the others upon the 
fioor. Do you notice the neat bundles tied up so 
carefully in a crape or delaine handkerchief, and 
which each woman has? You will find within well- 
worn Bibles and hymn-books. The puzzling, difficult 
passages that the women have come across in their 
daily readings are marked with bits of pink paper, 
and after the Bible study is over for the day these 
passages will doubtless be discussed. 

Such things as these illustrate the hold which the 
Scriptures have upon the mind of the people in Japan. 
The five hundred and thirty thousand copies which 
the American Bible Society has distributed there 
have not been circulated in vain, and we cannot doubt 


that the fruit will be more and more apparent every 
year.

MICRONESIA. 


Rev. E. T. Doane, of Ponape, writing on the 27th 
of December, speaks as follows about the sale of 
Spanish Bibles and Testaments which were sent to 
him from the Bible House last summer: 


I copy for you a few remarks of my colporteur as 
he went among the Spanish, disposing of his books : 

Aug. r1th.—The Manila natives, with the Spanish 
who bought these Testaments, seemed hungry for 
the word of life. 

Aug. 20th.—Sold to-day three’ Brevier Testaments. 
I went to consult the governor’s secretary about dis- 
posing of the Spanish Bibles within the corral; the 
governor did not wish to come into conflict with the 
priests within the inclosure, but said he would give 
me permission to sell all I could outside. I gave a 
Spanish New Testament to him, and another to the 
secretary. 

Sept. roth.—Sold to-day three Spanish Bibles and 
five Testaments. The poor Manila men, who have 
long lived in darkness, are wishing for the light. 

Sept. zrth—Sold seven Bibles and nine Testaments. 
I talked with a man who can speak a little Ponape, 
He tells me a great many Manila men and Spaniards 
want the blessed word of life. ; 
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Oct. 3rst.—Had some conversation with a seaman 
from a wrecked vessel. He said he felt the need of 
God’s help to keep him from drink and bad com- 
pany. I gave him a small English Testament, for 
which he was thankful and said he would try to live 
a better life. 

Nov. 2rst.—Sold eight Bibles and three Testaments. 
We want at least 150 to 200 Bibles. The Spanish 
and Manila men really want them to take back 
to Manila; they say there will be a revolution in 
Manila when they get there. One young man, who 
did not care for the priests, bought six Bibles, and he 
had six or eight Testaments which he had bought 
before—all to go to Manila. 

Such (says Mr. Doane) are some of the simple 
statements made by our colporteur, Mr. J. H. Oldham. 
You will be pleased to see from them how the 
blessed books are disposed of. As new soldiers 
come in to take the places of the old ones, it only 
widens the bounds of our field. Certainly a new 
thing under the sun is being done: the word of God 
set afloat in that long-benighted city, Manila. I know 
we shall share your prayers for success in this blessed 
work. Let me beg that the Spanish Bibles may be 
sent as soon as possible. 


DR. DAVID TRUMBULL. 


On hearing of Dr. Trumbull’s death, Mr. Milne 
wrote from Buenos Ayres as follows: 

The revered and honored name of Dr. Trumbull 
appears in the Report of the American Bible Society 
in connection with the circulation of the Scriptures on 
the Pacific coast forty years ago, and his work had 
still earlier mention. Many and urgent were the 
appeals he made, and many the fervent prayers he 
offered, that the people of the coast might have free 
access to the word of God. When the Valparaiso 
Bible Society was officially advised a year ago that we 
had actually taken up the work, he wrote: ‘‘ Your 
letter I have just read. I am delighted to receive it, 
and to know that the Society is meaning«to carry for- 
ward the work under Penzotti in Peru and Bolivia. I . 
had feared that they might be disheartened, and that 
I should go to my grave without seeing it accom- 
plished. Now all is promising and bright. Anything 
to co-operate I shall advocate in the strongest terms.” 

To-day has reached us the sad news of his death. 
For a year he did all and more than he promised. 
Again and again he expressed his great satisfaction 
with our work, and there can be no question that it 
was a real comfort to his heart to see it established 
and producing fruit before he was called to his reward. 
His place can never be filled. His name was familiar 
on both sides of the Andes, and was a household 
word for the whole extent of the west coast, among 
the English-speaking population and beyond.

In his annual report Mr. Milne gives an incident 
communicated to him by one of his colporteurs, 
L, Ferrarini, as an illustration of the fruitfulness of 
seed long buried. at 

Years ago, in one of our large country towns, one 
of our colporteurs offered his books to a number of. _ 


So a 
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men ina drinking-shop, and proceeded to tell them 
that through reading the Bible he had found peace 
with God, and had been delivered from the burden 
of sin and from fear of death. Some of the men 
thought he was out of his mind and laughed at him, 
and none of them was disposed to credit what he 
said. One of them, however, bought a copy, simply 
because he thought it cheap. For two years it lay 
unread on the top of a bureau by his bedside. Over 
a year ago he was taken very ill, and in the near 
prospect of death he began to think of his past life 
and of coming judgment. In distress of body and of 
mind he remembered the man who had spoken with 
such confidence of his salvation, and recommended 
the reading of the Bible as the only means of obtain- 
Ing it. Weeping and in despair he grasped the Bible, 
but knew not where to look for the consolation he 
needed. He opened it blindly, and began to read at 
the 11th chapter of Matthew. The closing verses 
arrested his attention, and especially the 28th. As 
he thought on it he began to understand that it was 
the Lord Jesus who there invited him to come. He 
came simply and found the promised rest. With 
peace of mind, came permanent restoration to health. 
Recognizing the wonderful goodness of God, gratitude 
filled his heart, and he is now an active member of 
the church recently organized in that town. His wife 
had been a tenacious Catholic, but her tenacity gave 
way before the irresistible influence of a life so 
changed. She, too, gave her heart to Jesus, put 
away her former idols, and became a member of the 
church, 

It may be added that the colporteur was Thomas 
Cingiali, who died two years ago in Mendoza, and 
who was himself under the influence of liquor when 
Ferrarini rescued him and led him to the Saviour. 


IMPRISONMENT FOR THE TRUTH’S SAKE. 

Our latest letters from Peru announce a case of 
persecution, and of endurance as well, which calls 
for our deep sympathy with men who for the truth’s 
sake have had to encounter the malicious and crafty 
designs of enemies of the gospel. Nineteen days of 
imprisonment is no small contribution for any man 
‘to make for the evangelization of the world. 

Mr. Penzotti writes from Arequipa on the 12th of 
February: 

After arranging my affairs I took passage from 
Callao on the 16th of January for Mollendo, intend- 
ing to visit the south of Peru and the north of Chili 
and Bolivia. While waiting for a train for Arequipa, 
I spent a day in Mollendo with good profit. 

I reached Arequipa on the 2oth, at five o’clock in 
the afternoon, and found Aranzet sick and Illescas 
in bed; but without losing time I began the next 
day going from house to house, and had a good 


reaping. As I was beginning work again the 


next day, some soldiers came and took me to the 
commissary where the sub-prefect was. He looked 
at my books and told me to come to the sub-prefect- 
uary at one o’clock, when if there was nothing out 
of the way he would give me a permit to sell. At 
one o’clock I was on hand with my books, and to 
my surprise instead of looking at them he gave the 
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order to put me in prison. Two days later they 
brought Illescas and Aranzet, and shut them up with 
me. I ought to have said before that while I was 
waiting to go to the prefecture some soldiers came 
to seize my books, on the pretext that the freight 
had not been paid. I showed them the receipt, but 
it was of no avail, and they carried off the books. 

As I had no acquaintance with any person in the 
place, my position was a very critical one; but God in 
his providence always looks after his children, and a 
gentleman appeared by the name of Vega, who 
helped us very much, and I am very thankful to him. 
Much expense was incurred to secure our freedom, 
but it proved unavailing. Our enemies took the case 
before the criminal judge, and all the preparations 
had been made to send us to jail when an order 
came from the superior government at Lima to give 
us our liberty. We are just now free, after nineteen 
days of confinement. While we were in prison we 
had to provide our own food, and they would not 
give me even a glass of water. Our expenses were 
considerable, and I have to ask for seventy dollars in 
gold before we can go from here. I am doing what 
I can to get the books away from these lions, whose 
intention it is to burn them. As soon as I can get 
the books (there are 622 volumes in all), I will sell 
them quick. 

I have presented a claim for damages for the 
detention of the books and for lost time, and my 
opinion is that we must do whatever is possible to 
deter them from repeating these attacks, whether 
here or in any other part of Peru. 


SEED AND FRUIT. 


Twenty-five years ago the writer gave a New Test- 
ament, which was wholly zew and ‘‘news,’’ to a lad 
of sixteen, in the capital of Rio Grande do Sul, and 
forgot all about it. One year ago, upon revisiting 
Porté Alegre, he found that “bread cast upon the 
waters ” in the shape of a school, in which nearly one 
hundred boys and girls daily listened to the reading 
of the New Testament from the lips of the same lad, 
now a married man; and had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to the story of his conversion, and of his resolu- 
tion to distribute his small loaves and fishes among 
the hungry.— Brazilian Missions. 


JOSE DE CASTILIO. 


The recent death of this remarkable man, oné of 
the earliest converts in the province of Sao Paulo, 
gives present interest to a brief sketch of his life and 
work. 

In early life he had murdered two companions, 
and, though acquitted by the courts through lack’ of 
evidence, became the victim of remorse. Seeking 
relief from his spiritual advisers, he was given the 
usual penances without bringing any relief to his 
troubled conscience. 

At last he selected two fine cows from his herd and 
gave them to the priest, asking him to say their value 
in masses for his soul, determined, if this was not 
efficacious, to give up all hopes of attaining salvation. 

Still failing to find peace, all hope left him, and he 
became a desperate character—the terror of the 
whole neighborhood. He quarrelled with every one, 
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as he afterward said, not that he wanted to kill any one 
else and so add to the sins that weighed on his soul, 
but in hopes that some one might kill him, and free 
him from the torments he was already suffering in 
this world, 

When the priest José Manoel Conceicao finally 
abandoned the Romish Church, he distributed a large 
number of Bibles among his former parishioners in 
Brotas, He gave one to Antonio Gouvea. 

One day Castilio rode up to his house on some 
business and found him reading the book. 

“Wouldn’t you like to hear me read a little from 
the book???’ asked the man of the house. 

“Go ahead, and I will tell you whether I want to 
hear it or not,” was the surly rejoinder. 

“No,” said the other, ‘‘I do not want to quarrel. 
I was enjoying the book as you came up, and thought 
you might like to hear it too; but if not, let us 
change the subject.”’ 

“Well,” said Castilio, ina milder tone, “you may 
read me a little, if you care to.” 

The reading commenced, and when the reader 
looked up it was to find his companion listening 
most intently. 

“Go on,” he said; ‘“‘I ought to have heard this 
long ago.” 

And go on he did till a late hour, and when the 
day closed, and it was necessary to part, the des- 
perado, subdued by the power of the word, besought 
permission to return and bring his family, neither he 
nor they knowing how to read for themselves. 

/ Not long after the cold season of 1865, Rev. G. W. 

Chamberlain made his first trip to Brotas, accompany- 
ing Rev. A. G. Simonton, the pioneer Presbyterian 
missionary. Visiting Gouvea, he told them of his 
neighbor’s interest and took them to his house. 

They found him full of eager questions about the 
Bible, and various passages that he had heard. After 
a long conversation the ministers rose to go, declin- 
ing an urgent invitation to remain over night. 
~ “Tam not satisfied yet,” said he, ‘‘ and if you won’t 
stay with me I am going to go with you, and stay 
where you do.” 

As they started from the house he apologized for 
the state of the roads leading to it, which were almost 
. impassable because of the dense growth of weeds 
and shrubs which had been allowed to choke up the 
pathways. / 

“T hated the sight of men, and I let the roads get 
into this state purposely, so that no one would come 
to my house. When you visit me again you will find 
that the gospel will have done for my roads what it 
has done for my heart—cleaned them out.” 

On their way he said: “When I first went to my 
friend’s house I was like a man lost in the woods in 
night and tempest, with no hope of finding my way 
out. When he read the Bible to me it was as if a 
ray of light had flashed in, and I began to hope there 
might be salvation, even forme. Till then I had not 
doubted the truth of the Romish system; but I 
thought that God had given me up, and my case was 
hopeless.” ic 
_In December of the same year Mr. Chamberlain 
returned with Sr. Concei¢ao to find the man’s house 
swept and garnished, his roads cleaned out, and his 
house full of neighbors to hear the glad tidings. 
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For several days they remained. Castilio would 
let no one go home. He killed pigs and chickens, 
and said: “This book tells everything we need to 
know. You, who like myself cannot read, stay ; hear 
the preachers. The women can sleep in the house, 
and we men will get along in the corn-cribs.” 

Neither of the preachers had yet been ordained, 
and so they summoned Rev. J. ©. Schneider from 
Rio Claro to organize the church, and to receive the 
first communicants. Foremost among those who 
that day rejoiced in the Lord’s surpassing mercy was 
José de Castilio, the reformed desperado. 

Some years later he removed to San Carlos do 
Pinhal, and was largely instrumental in founding the 
flourishing church in that city. There, after years 
of faithful testimony to the truth, Satan for a time 
seemed to regain the mastery. He was robbed of a 
large sum of money (several thousand dollars), and 
suspected that a believer, whom he had taken into 
his house that he might learn to read, was directly 
or indirectly implicated in the theft. A bright, cloud- 
less, moonlight night he started with two slaves for 
the man’s house, meaning to kill him. On the way, 
however, a merciful Providence interposed and a 
tempest of wind and rain overtook them, and they 
lost their way in the darkness. 

Daylight found him restored to his senses, and he 
returned home repentant for the great sin of his 
heart. Suspension from the church grew out of the 
affair. Mortified and ashamed, and alienated from 
his brethren, he sold for $6,000 a place that had cost 
him $20,000, and moved off to the wilderness. In 
1871 or 1872 he had made his first visit of exploration, 
during which he had passed near Rio Novo. A man 
near there heard him sing two hymns, and so eager 
a desire was awakened to learn more that he came 
all the way to Brotas (eighty miles) to seek further 
instruction. Around those two hymns there has 
grown up a church of over eighty communicants. 

His final removal took place eight or ten years ago, 
and for some time he had been lost sight of. Re- 
cently, however, we learn that he never ceased to 
testify to the truth of the gospel. Though he never 
learned to read, his memory was excellent, and he 
used to quote large portions of the Scriptures. 

Some of the members of the Rio Novo church 
have visited Fartura, and bring word that twenty 
families have been converted through the old man’s 
testimony, and are eagerly awaiting a visit from a 
minister in order to profess their faith. About a year 
ago two believers, on a journey, passed a night at the 
same inn with the old man. He conversed withthem 
a long time, telling them the history of his life, and 
affirming his faith in his Saviour. 

Now word comes of his death. Two young men 
present at the funeral speak of the beautiful expres- 
sion that shone forth from his face. 

Our informant added that these young men told. 
him that, just as the body was to be lowered into the 
grave, the coffin was opened, and his face stil] re- 
tained the same angelic expression, far more beautiful 
than in life; and that, strange to relate, an “odor of 
rare sweetness ’’ seemed to exhale from the opened 
coffin ! 

So God used this brand plucked from the burning 
to found three churches; and the spiritual increase 
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eternity alone can reveal. This life furnishes another 
chapter in the wonderful workings of God’s Spirit in 
planting his Brazilian church.—#razilian Missions. 


THE POWER OF GOD’S WORD. 


In this country we frequently feel constrained to 
glorify God for the wonderful manner in which he 
magnifies his written word in the conversion of souls. 
Missionaries frequently meet with men already con- 
verted, or seeking the truth, who have never before 
met a minister or any other teacher of the word, but 
who have, unaided by human guide, been led to the 
light by reading a copy of the Scriptures, which had 
fallen, humanly speaking, into their hands. 

Perhaps it may interest some of the readers of 
Brazilian Missions if we narrate some of the facts 
that have come to our personal knowledge as to the 
good accomplished through the Bibles scattered by 
a colporteur who made a trip through a part of the 
interior of Brazil twenty years ago, A Spaniard by 
the name of Gallart, being employed by one of the 
Bible societies, left Rio Janeiro in 1868 and travelled 
through that province, across Sao Paulo, and through 
the western part of Minas-Geraes; and then, early in 
1869, embarked on the San Francisco River, which 
he descended through the province of Bahia. His 
course can to-day be traced by the Bibles that he 
left wherever he stopped. 

He entered upon his eternal rest without knowing 
what were to be the results of that journey ; but we 
of to-day are to some extent realizing them, though 
only the light of eternity will reveal how many souls 
were brought into the fold through the Bibles dis- 
tributed on that one trip. 

In 1884 one of our missionaries, Mr. Boyle, first 
entered the province of Goyaz. At the town of 
Santa Luzia he was welcomed by a little band of 
Christians, composed of the members of one family, 
who had withdrawn years before from the Church of 
Rome and sought to follow the precepts of the Bible. 
He traced their conversion to the influence of a Bible 
sold to a member of the family living in the town 
of Paracatu, one hundred and twenty miles away, and 
in another province. This member, having obtained 
joy and peace for his soul, sent the precious volume 
to his parents and brothers and sisters, and they too 
embraced the truth. Who can estimate the mighty 
influence of that one copy of the Scriptures ? 

So far as we know, Sr. Gallart never entered the 
province of Goyaz. 

There is now in the town of which we have spoken 
a little flock of thirty-five communicants. Two of 
us recently, descending the San Francisco River, 
stopped at the same towns that Sr. Gallart visited 
nearly twenty years ago. 7 
In all of these places we met with some who 
had received the Scriptures from him, and had 
rejected the errors in which they had believed 
from their childhood. In one town especially we 


-met with some who gave hopeful evidence of con- 


version, and these told us of others living in the 
country who had been led to embrace the truth by 
reading the Bibles left in that place. This place is 
five hundred miles from the nearest mission-station, 
and no minister had ever before visited the place, and 
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it had been nearly twenty years since this colporteur, 
the only gospel-worker that ever before passed that 
way, had stopped; yet we found these people long- 
ing and praying for some one to guide them into 
clearer light. 

We have selected these examples of the results of 
a colporteur’s trip to illustrate how God’s spirit ac- 
companies his word, and works to the overturning 
of error; and, if we read the signs of the times aright, 
the day is not far distant when that word will have 
triumphed, notwithstanding the persistent efforts of 
its enemies to crush it. 

The seed of the truth, sown throughout this vast 
empire, is germinating ; and here and there, in parts 
not yet visited by the missionaries, are little nuclei 
of believers and others longing to know more of the 
truth as it is in Christ Jesus. Colporteurs have pene- 
trated regions not yet reached by missionaries, and 
left there the Bible ; while this book has found its way 
into places never visited by a colporteur. The Bible 
is now an open book in Brazil, and the power of its 
influence is everywhere being felt. The territory is 
vast, too large to be thoroughly occupied by the 
small force now at work. The Church in Brazil has 
still to look to the home-churches for reinforcement, 
in order to prosecute the work and properly cultivate 
the seed already sown; and still more does she need 
their prayers. : 

But when we see men and money forthcoming for 
the evangelization of this empire, we are assured, on 
the same principle that our Saviour announced and 
applied to his hearers when he said: “For where 
your treasure is, there will your heart be also,” that 
the prayers of God’s people in the United States are 
ascending to the throne of grace for Brazil and her 
laborers.—4razilian Missions. 


SIAM. 


Though converts have never multiplied in Siam 
with rapidity, there have been marked examples. of 
the silent, pervasive work of missions, and especially 
of the word of God. For example, Dr. Bradley died 
in 1873. Four years afterward, in 1877, a venerable 
patriarch of seventy-three years visited for medical 
advice the Laos Mission at Chieng Mai. He sought 
help for deafness, and referred to Christ’s miracles 


_of healing as one who was familiar with the Bible. 


He was found to be chief officer of the court in the 
province of Lakawn. How mistaken we are when we 
judge the gospel’s power by noisy demonstrations! 
Twenty years before, in 1857, while visiting Bangkok, 
this old man had received from Dr. Bradley religious 
books in Siamese. Though the /anguage is essen- - 
tially the same, the Laonese characters are so differ- 
ent that, in order to read them, he had to learn 
Siamese. Then in his mind and heart God’s light 
began to shine, and he came to Chieng Mai for 
further instruction ; he found Christ and for his sake 
braved all peril, and to his efforts we owe the open- 
ing of a new mission in his native city, Lakawn. __ 
Similarly at Petchaburi, Rev. Mr. Dunlap found an 
old disciple nigh unto death, who had from that same _ 
Dr. Bradley got portions of the word of God, and 
who by secret study had found a Saviour in Christ 
and put away-his idols. Though taught to pray by 
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the Spirit only, he astonished the missionary by his 
attainments in prayer and his progress in piety. 

Siam was not opened by gunpowder or diplomacy, 
but by missionary influence, and the whole aspect of 
the nation and its attitude toward Christianity are 
gradually undergoing a change, The preaching, the 
teaching, the press, and the medical missions are the 
four conspicuous agencies which God is now using 
to bring Siam to Christ. With what result a single 
example may give of the possibilities of the near 
future. 

When the present king, by a sad accident some 
years since, lost his wife, his brother came to the 
missionaries for a copy of the New Testament, and 
gave as a reason for the request that the king had 
lost faith in his own religion, that he could find 
nothing in Buddhism to console him in his great 
grief. It might cost the king his crown, or even his 
life, to renounce the State religion; yet this bereaved 
monarch flies to the Christian’s Bible for the solace 
that his pagan creed cannot supply! Siam may be 
much nearer to becoming a Christian nation than 
we think !—Dr. Pierson, in the Missionary Review. 


DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 


EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 

ALABAMA AND FLoORIDA.—Friday, February ist, 
was spent at Kissimmee, Fla. At night I preached 
to a good audience at the Methodist Church—a joint 
meeting of all the congregations of the city—and at 
the close of the service took a collection for the 
American Bible Society. 

Sunday, February roth, I spent at Key West, Fla. 
At this place we had an enthusiastic meeting in the 
interest of the American Bible Society. The Key 

_ West auxiliary made a donation to the Parent Society 
for its general work of $62 20. The District Superin- 
tendent feels encouraged in the work of this society. 

The third Sabbath, February 17th, I spent with 
the society at Palatka, la. Preached inthe Methodist 
Church in the morning at eleven o’clock, and at night 
in the Presbyterian Church to a large congregation, 
where a joint meeting of all the co-operating churches 
of the town was held in the interest of Bible work. 
This was the best meeting for American Bible Society 
work that was ever held in that city. 


GrorciA.—The first Sunday in February found me 
in Valdosta, where I went to attend the annual meet- 
ing of the Lowndes County Bible Society. The anni- 
versary was held in the Methodist Church, and ad- 
dresses were delivered by Rev. T. M. Christian the 
pastor, Mr. J. O. Varnedoe, and the District Super- 
intendent. 

The third Sunday I spent in Sylvania. The society 
at this place is one I organized in 1886, and this 
was my first meeting with it since its organization. 
Good congregations attended the services morning 
and evening, and made a liberal contribution to the 
cause, 

On the fourth Sunday the Bible meeting of Ware 
County at Waycross was held. It was a grand suc- 
cess, Dr. Warren A. Candler, president of Emory 
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College, and Rev. McK. F. McCooks, pastor of the 
Methodist Church in Brunswick, were present by 
special invitation and preached, the former in the 
Methodist Church in the morning and the latter in 
the Baptist Church at night. Both sermons were 
thoughtful, profound, and scholarly, The anniversary 
of the Ware County Bible Society was held in the 
afternoon. During the day a conttibution of $1ro1 76 
was made to the cause. 

I attended one other anniversary, that of the Effing- 
ham County Bible Society at Springfield, Wednesday, 
February 20th.. This is one of the best societies in 
the State. It has not failed to hold a meeting once a 
quarter for several years. 


ILLIno1s.—The auxiliaries reporting for February 
are six, to wit: Calhoun, Jersey, La Salle, McLean, 
Rock Island, and Washington Counties. 

La Salle County is still in line and doing a noble 
work, although it has much to contend with. Its 
fifty-fifth anniversary was held February 2tst, in the 
Presbyterian Church of Streator, and it was a meet- 
ing of interest and profit. Rev. Mr. Holmes of 
Ottawa, Mr. Gunn of La Salle, and others, made 
excellent addresses. The auxiliary donates $30 out 
of its scant surplus to the Parent Society the present 
year. The record of the auxiliary for the half century 
and more of its history is very gratifying. La Salle 
County auxiliary has remitted to the Parent Society 
over $31,000, more than $12,000 on donation account. 

McLean County auxiliary held its forty-third anni- 
versary in the Second Presbyterian Church of Bloom- 
ington, on Sabbath, February 1oth. President Wilder 
of the Wesleyan University preached an able and 
appropriate discourse, and your Superintendent made 
a few remarks, The society has done its home work 
thoroughly and keeps it well in hand, and has made 
a donation of $150 to the Parent Society during the 
year. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE.—My work has been 
in Kentucky during the month of February. The 
first Sunday was spent with the Simpson County 
Bible Society, the second with the Warren County 
Bible Society, the third with the Louisville Bible 
Society, and the fourth with the Clarke County Bible 
Society. The increase in the collections of the three 
county Bible societies over the previous year was 
$38 80. 

The annual meeting of the Clarke County Bible 
Society was of unusual interest, the collection amount- 
ing to $108 25. 

During the month the canvass of Carroll County, 
Tenn., has been finished by N. B. Key, the best col- 
porteur in the district. 


MICHIGAN AND WIsconsIN.—I have received dur- 
ing the month from all sources, on purchase account 
and for the benevolent work of the Parent Society, 
$819 15. 

The first Sunday was spent by your Superintendent 
at Oconto. In the morning I spoke at a very inter- 
esting union service in the Presbyterian Church, and 
in the evening at a union service in the Methodist 
Church. This society, so recently revived, has put. 
into circulation several hundred copies of the 

Scriptures, among a people the most of whom are 
foreigners. — ; TEs 
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: One Sunday was spent in Marinette. In the morn- 
ing I spoke in the Presbyterian Church, and the 
friends contributed more than enough to make their 
pastor a life member of the Parent Society. 

The last Sunday of the month was spent at Water- 
town, and our meeting in the evening, held in the 
Congregational Church, was one of unusual interest. 
Three German and two English-speaking congrega- 
tions united. This field was explored and supplied 
four years ago at the expense of the Parent Society. 
Since then this struggling local society has put into 
circulation about four hundred copies of the Scrip- 
tures, nine-tenths of them being in the German 
language. 


MINNESOTA AND Daxota.—On the first Sabbath 
of the month the Winona County Bible Society held 
its annual meeting in the Central Methodist Epis- 
copal Church of Winona. Addresses were made by 
Rev. H. A. Herrick, Rev. W. F. Greenman, Rev. J. 
H. Crum, Rev. R. J. Thompson, and by Rev. Levi 
Gilbert. The meeting was well attended. 

During the same week the annual meetings of the 
Plainview Bible Society and the Chatfield Bible So- 
ciety were attended and addressed, and a warm 
reception was given to your Superintendent by both 
societies. 

Sabbath, the 17th, was spent in Spring Valley. In 
the morning I preached in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and in the evening the annual meeting of the 
Spring Valley Bible Society was held in the Congre- 
gational Church, Rev. Mr. Reed and your Superin- 
tendent addressing the meeting. I visited this soci- 
ety last June, and since then, with the aid of a grant 
of books from the Parent Society, it has canvassed its 
field, and many families in that vicinity who were 
without a Bible have been supplied. 

During the same week the State Conference of the 
Swedish Evangelical Lutheran Church, held in St. 
Paul, was attended, and I was kindly invited to pre- 
sent the cause of the Society before our Swedish 
brethren, who are always interested in the work. 


New Yorxk.—During February I have given more 
especial attention to Chenango and Oswego Counties, 
although visiting several other counties for official 
_ purposes. I have visited the Baptist and Congre- 
gational Churches of Norwich, meeting with a 
cordial reception and a sympathetic hearing in each 
church, 

The Oswego County Bible Society has been re- 
organized, and an efficient board of officers has 
been elected. 

Tompkins County auxiliary has nearly completed 
its canvass, only a portion of the city of Ithaca now 
remaining. So far the agent has found a destitution 
of one in nine of the families visited. The work is 
being well done and liberally sustained. 


Nort AND SouTH CAROLINA.—Durting this month 
I have attended the annual meetings of the Salem 
Bible Association and Craven County Society in 
North Carolina, and of the Seneca and Clinton So- 
cieties in South Carolina. I have.also visited for 
official purposes the societies of Wayne and Wake 
~ Counties in North Carolina, and Laurens and Spartan- 
burg Counties in South Carolina, 
. The month has been a busy one, involving much 
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travel and considerable labor ; and, though attended 
with both encouragements and discouragements, has 
not been unfruitful, I trust, in promoting the interests 
of the cause. ; 


Oux10.—I attended three auxiliary anniversaries in 
February. That of the Union County Society was 
held on the toth, with very good results. The meet- 
ing was largely attended, and the several churches 
and their pastors manifested increased interest. 
Much credit is due to Rev. Dr. March, the president. 

The Knox County meeting was held on the 17th, 
and was really a return to the former years of work 
with this society. Arrangements were made for a 
thorough canvass of the county, to begin in April 
next. 

The Trumbull County meeting was held in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Warren, Sabbath even- 
ing, the 24th. The attendance was large and the in- 
terest excellent. The report of a most excellent can- 
vass was made by Mr. C. P. Goss, who has done a 
like work in several counties in this State. The so- 
ciety by vote decided to donate $400 to the American 
Bible Society.

Thurston County Bible Society 
held its annual meeting in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Olympia, W. T., on Sabbath evening, the 
3d. The Presbyterian, Congregational, and Baptist 
Churches united with the Methodist Church in the 
services. Short addresses were made by the pastors 
and your District Superintendent. 

Pierce County Bible Society held two popular 
meetings in Tacoma, W. T., on Sabbath evening, the 
toth. The Congregational, Christian, Presbyterian, 
and Methodist Churches united in these services re- 
spectively. Addresses were made by the pastors 
and your District Superintendent. 

The annual meeting of the Western Washington 
Bible Society was held on Wednesday evening, the 
zoth, in the Methodist Episcopal Church at Seattle, 
W. T. The reports show a large increase both in 
sales and collections. Two colporteurs are at work 
within the bounds of this society, and one in Southern 
Oregon. They report for the month the following 
items: Miles travelled, 734; families visited, 1,066; 
families found destitute, 65; destitute families sup- 
plied, 31; destitute individuals supplied 34; Bibles 
and Testaments sold to the value of $142 16; Bibles , 
and Testaments given to the value of $13 15; amount 
collected for the Bible cause, $73 45; days em- 
ployed, 48. ‘ 


BERKSHIRE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, MASS, 


The seventy-second annual meeting of the Berk- 
shire County Bible Society was held in the first 
Congregational Church, Pittsfield, on Wednesday, 
February 13th, 1889. In the absence of the president, 
the chair was occupied by William Renne, Esq., first 
vice-president. pasa 

Interesting addresses were made by the Rev. J. E. 
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Lindholm, of Great Barrington, and by the Rev. A. B. 
Whipple, of Pittsfield. 

The treasurer reported $907 22 in hand, and the 
executive committee was authorized to expend so 
much as might be needed to canvass the county. 

The Hon. James White, of Williamstown, was 
elected president; William Dimick, of Pittsfield, 
corresponding secretary ; and William Renne, Esq., 
of the same place, treasurer. 


OSWEGO COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y. 


This society, which has been inactive for several 
years, has recently entered upon a new chapter in its 
history. On Monday, February 18th, a large number 
of the friends of the Bible cause met in Oswego. 
Three meetings were held. The morning meeting 
was chiefly devoted to business, but at the meet- 
ings in the afternoon and evening most interesting 
addresses were made by ministers of various denom- 
inations, which awakened a decided conviction in 
the minds of all present that the Oswego County 
Bible Society ought at once to enter upon a canvass 
of its field. We may safely anticipate that the most 
energetic and successful measures will be adopted to 
accomplish this greatly needed work. 


PIQUA FEMALE BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO. 

The following items of interest are taken from the 
excellent report of the recent anniversary of this 
valued auxiliary: : 

Our society has but one aim and object. That is, “to 
promote a wider circulation of the Holy Scriptures 
without note or comment.’”’ In April those portions 
of our city which had not been canvassed for several 
years were assigned to members of the society, and 
throughout the year the work has been in progress. 

The number of homes visited has been 816, chiefly 
on the best streets of our city ; the number of homes 
found destitute thirty, being one family out of every 
twenty-seven without the Bible. In our three former 
reports one family out of ten was found destitute. 
This completes the canvass of the entire city and 
township, which has been in progress during the 
past six years, or during the Fourth General Re- 
supply. 

In addition to the books donated by the canvassing 
committee and visitors of the Evangelical Alliance 
within our own bounds, a goodly number have been 
drawn by life members and sent to destitute Sunday 
schools in Tennessee, Virginia, and the West. 

In honor of our seventieth anniversary $200 were 
forwarded as a donation to the American Bible 
Society. 

A large audience, appreciative and attentive, as- 
sembled in Greene Street Church Sunday evening, 
to witness the exercises of the seventy-first anniver- 
sary of the Piqua Female Bible Society. Rev. E. T. 
Wells presided, and after a voluntary by the choir 
Dr. A. N. Carson led in prayer. The Scripture-read- 
ing was conducted by Rev. R. E. Smith, of Helena, 
Mont. The depositary’s report was read by Miss 
Bessie Gabriel, the treasurer’s report by Mrs. Dr. 
A. S. Ashton, and the report of the corresponding 
secretary by Miss Laura Anderson. These reports 
show the society to be in a most prosperous condition, 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House, on Thursday, April 4th, 
1889, Hon. Enoch L. Fancher, LL.D., President, in 
the chair. 

The religious exercises were conducted by the Rev. 
J. E. Rankin, D.D. 

Announcement was made of the decease of the 
Hon. Jacob Sleeper of Massachusetts, of the Hon. 
Grant Goodrich of Illinois, and William Gammell, 
LL.D., of Rhode Island, Vice-Presidents of the 
Society, and memorial minutes were placed upon 
the records of the Board of Managers. 

Among the communications submitted to the Board 
were letters from Egypt, giving some particulars re- 
specting the last days of Dr. Isaac Bliss, and from 
London, expressing the sympathy of the Committee 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society, in view of 
the decease of an agent so highly esteemed ; also re- 
cent letters and reports from all the foreign agencies 
except the Persian, and from missionaries in Austria, 
Spain, Ceylon, Natal, Honolulu, Ponape, Germany, 
and Chili. 

Grants of books were made to the value of about 
$9,482. Funds were also granted to the amount of 
$52,554 84, including appropriations to the American 
Board for work in Spain and in Ceylon; to the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church for work in Germany; and to the La Plata, 
the Brazil, the Venezuela, the Cuba, and the China 
Agencies of the Society. 

Two auxiliaries were recognized in Dakota, two in 
Iowa, and one in each of the States of Arkansas, 
Kansas, and Louisiana. 

The cash receipts in March were $74,247 82. 

The issues from the Bible House during the same 
month were 88,502 volumes. The total issues from 
the Bible House for the year ending March arst, 
not including those issued in foreign lands, were 
1,005,774 volumes. 


HON. GRANT GOODRICH. 


The Hon. Grant Goodrich died at his home in the 
city of Chicago, on the 15th day of March, in the 
seventy-eighth year of his age. He was one of the 
senior officers of the American Bible Society, having 
been elected a Vice-President in January, 1866. : 

Judge Goodrich is said to have taken up his abode 
in Chicago when there were but eight small frame — 
houses to mark the site of the immense city of | 
to-day. With rare sagacity he united with others in 
forming plans to meet the religious and educational — 
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demands of a great community, and he lived to 
receive the benedictions of thousands who have been 
blessed by his efforts. 

He was a man of wisdom and of love; and his 
faith in the God of Providence was unusually marked. 
He could not only vanquish difficulties which lay in 
his own path but he could awaken hope in the 
hearts of others. His cheerful bearing at the time 
of the great fire in Chicago was an inspiration to 
hundreds who, like himself, had passed in an hour 
from affluence to serious financial embarrassment. 

Judge Goodrich, for a full quarter of a century has 
been recognized in the State of Illinois as one of 
the most devoted friends of the American Bible 
Society, and such of the executive officers as have 
had the pleasure of meeting him in Chicago and 
elsewhere, are quite ready to endorse without reserve 
the cordial tribute paid him while he lived, and since 
his departure, by those who knew him intimately. , 

The particulars of his last illness have not been 
received. Weare only informed that he died as he 
lived, trusting in Christ. 

The Managers direct that this minute be placed 
upon the journal of the Board, and published in the 
Bible Society Record, and that a copy of the same 
be sent to the family of Judge Goodrich. 


HON. JACOB SLEEPER. 


For a full quarter of a century the name of the 
Hon. Jacob Sleeper has appeared upon the roll of the 
Vice-Presidents of the American Bible Society, and 
for the past eight years it has stood at the head of 
the list. He has also been for a long period closely 
identified with the work of the Massachusetts Bible 
Society. On Sunday, the 31st day of March, his long 
and useful career on the earth reached its close at 
his home in the city of Boston. Although he had 
passed his eighty-sixth birthday and for several years 
had been retired from active business pursuits, he 
had, until quite recently, devoted himself with great 
energy to numerous educational and religious inter- 
ests, for which he cherished the deepest regard. 

Those who had the pleasure of frequent and in- 
timate intercourse with Mr. Sleeper, have no words 
to express their high estimation of his character and 
his works. The wisest of men were glad to confer 
with him concerning important measures, and young 
men were drawn to him by the unobtrusive evidences 
of his generous interest in their welfare. Few have 
won for themselves the place which he has long held 
in the hearts of men in many lands, as a Christian 
philanthropist of unusual discretion, of tender sym- 
pathy, of princely generosity, and of unaffected mod- 
esty. On yesterday devout men carried him to his 
burial, rejoicing in the record of his blameless and 
beneficent life, and goes that they could see his 
kindly face no more.

WILLIAM GAMMELL, LL.D. 


William Gammell, LL.D., died at his residence in 
the city of Providence, Rhode Island, on Wednesday, 
the 3d of April, 1889, in the seventy-eighth year of 
his age. He was chosen a Vice-President of the 
American Bible Society in the autumn of 1884. At 
the time of his election he was the president of the 
Rhode Island Bible Society, which office he had 
long filled. Leading for thirty years the quiet life of 
a college professor at Brown University, he acquired 
an enviable reputation as an accomplished Christian 
scholar. His love for the Bible was intelligent and 
strong, and he devoted much time to the considera- 
tion of the wisest measures for its circulation. His 
communications with this Society at the time of the 
inauguration of the Fourth General Supply of the 
United States, expressed in the strongest terms his 
interest in the movement, and his purpose to do all 
in his power to prosecute the work with vigor in the 
field of the Rhode Island Society. His efforts in 
this regard were crowned with large success. 

The Managers cannot close this memorial minute 
without recognizing how solemn is the lesson which 
comes to them in the death of three of their asso- 
ciates in the period of three short weeks. A still 
small voice repeats the warning: “ Whatsoever thy 
hand findeth to do, do it with thy might; for there 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in 
the grave whither thou goest.”

REGULATIONS RESPECTING GRANTS. 


To whom grants are made. Upon suitable application, the ~ 
Board of Managers will make grants of books, to Auxiliary 
Societies and to other responsible parties, for sale and gratui- 
tous distribution. 

The descriptions of books granted. The Board of Managers 
grant chiefly their cheaper publications, keeping in view the 
special necessities of the various classes of persons to be 
supplied. Fine and costly books cannot be given away con- 
sistently with the benevolent ends of the Society. 

How to obtain grants. For local work, requests for dona- 
tions of books should be presented first to the Auxiliary Soci- 
eties within whose fields the books are to be distributed, and 
whose duty it is to furnish them, if possible. When an Aux- 
iliary is unable to do this, application should be made to this 
Society, with the endorsement of a responsible officer of the 
Auxiliary. 

Applications from Auxiliaries, and those for general work 
from other parties, should each have the €sdorsement of the 
District Superintendent. ~ 1 ; 

Public institutions supported by local or State governments, and 
public libraries, colleges, seminaries, and secular schools, do not come - 
within the range of charitable objects. f
